Action Taken by the O. A. R. to Supply 


the Want* of the Unfortunate. 


Comrade has Durfee received a copy ot 


General Order No. 4, from Department 
Commander Diokaaoc, which recite* the 
snlferinc and dettitution ot comrades, 
caused by the unprecedented floods in tho 
Ohio river and its tributaries, and calls 
attention to tho fact that nwiatance is 
urgent, and will continue for several 
weeks, no many have lost their homes and 
property.
